Eldora, Iowa, Jan. 29.—Eben S. Blydcn- 
burgh, accuscd of murdering three wives, 
took the stand in his own behalf to day, 
answering charges that he had i>oisoned 
the third wife by administering arsenic 
in a meal cooked by himself.

burgh told a .straightforward story, cor- 
robating the testimony of his daughter 
Irene, who swore she cooked the meal 
which the state says contained arsenic 
administered by the accused man. 
Bly- 
denburgh denied he had ever purchased 
rough on rats for any puniose than for 
that which the poison i.s generally used. 
He told of his wife’s alleged complaint 
and stated the family physldlan pro­ 
nounced it urenia. 
He denied they had 
ever had trouble other than family quar­ 
rels of little consequence'.

CHICAGO SUBWAY TRANSFER. 


Chicago, Jan, 29.—All 
property,

tracts, franchises, rights and privileges 
of the Illinois Telephone and Telegraph 
company w’ere y^terd ay transferred to 
the Illinois Tunnel company, which was 
Incorporated several months ago for that 
purpo.se. 
Attorney.s who drew up and 
carried through the reorganization plan 
filed the incorporation papers, paying the 
largest incorporation foe on record in this 
.state, and handled the transfer of the. 
property. 


The new company is deeded $30,000,000 
worth of property and as.sqts. The record 
of the tran.sfer of the underground prop­ 
erty is the largest property transfer eVer 
filed in Cook couryfcy. 
The deeds coyer 
twenty miles of tinVftrground tunnels nou 
complete, a teiephotrc system comprising 
4,200 automatic telephones noW* installed 
and facilities for 25,000 more automatic 
telephones to be used for the business 
center before July 3, It also includes the 
rij;hts under the franchise granted by 
the city council to carry freight in cars 
underground, as well as the former stock 
an^l^ond i.ssues of the'Iliinote Telephone 
and Telegraph company. It was announced 
to day th a t the capital stock would now 
be increased Jn the new company and 
that a deal Involving over 150,000,000 would 
be financed.

New York, Jan. 29.—Dun’s report says: 
Business conditions would be most satis­ 
factory if the present high prices for 
leading staples were the result of whole­ 
sale demand, but the prominence of ma­ 
nipulation prevents such gratifying con­ 
clusions. 
Aside from lines temporarily 
stimulated by the severe weather, trade 
is quiet and evidences if increased activ­ 
ity with the approach of spring are hope­ 
fully awaited. 
Reports of building out- 
fook indicate that the high cost of mate­ 
rials and labor has curtailed operations, 
although 19¡03 showed a good gain over 
1902. Demand for lumber Is gradually im­ 
proving, stocks in yards are light as a 
rule promise a large cut. W eather condi­ 
tions are favorable for winter wheat. 
Optimistic reports are numerous regard­ 
ing the iron and stele indiistrj*. Antici­ 
pations of rapid recovery with the advent 
of a new year arò pot yet realized, al­ 
though It is stili hoped that new busi­ 
ness cannot be njuch longeí* delayed.' Or­ 
ders for stele rails are lamentably small, 
and railroads stubbornly waiting for con­ 
cessions In prices. Buyers of cotton goods 
have at last begun to exhibit anxiety re­ 
garding the situation and they find it in­ 
creasingly difficult to secure prompt de­ 
livery, whi^e prices are steadily appreciat­ 
ing. Jobbing and retail trade In this line 
Is steadily 
improving, which indicates 
that supplies in the hands of dealers arc 
becoming depleted. 
New lines of men'.s 
wear woolens have been opened, but de­ 
mand has proved slow. 
Eastern shoe 
manufacturers are receiving liberal fall 
orders from wholesalers at’ the west and.

Inform ation Given O nt Relative 
to Rnssla*s Answer to Japan’s 
L atest Ii^ote~-Reply l^ rp e ^ d 
to be D elivered Today. 


Washington, Jan. 29.—The Associated 
Press has the authority of the British 
ambassador at St. Petersburg for the an­ 
nouncement that the Russian reply which, 
it is expected, will be delivered to morrow, 
is satisfactory. Although no further de­ 
tails are obtainable, it is assumed If the 
information of the ambassador is correct 
Rusia has made certain concessions and 
th at Great Britaiti will prevail on Japan 
to accept them as satisfactory. The state­ 
ment of the British ambassador went from- 
St. Petersburg to the British legation in 
Tokio, where Grlpcom heard of it, and ca­ 
bled the Jiews to the state department, 
the cablegram arriving over night. 


REPORT DI^NIED.

Confederate Ijeader’s InipreMsion« of 
tbe Firat He Heard. 


The experiences of the ]late Genera 
John B. Gordon, the Confederate lead­ 
er, are graphically set forth in his 
“Reminiscences of the Civil War,” pub­ 
lished bÿ Charles Scribner's Sbhs. He 
was mining coal in the mountains br 
lliree stated—Geoi^ia, Ténn^see and 
Alabama—'When the w-ar came, and hé 
raised a company of volunteers. They 
wore coonskin caps and îvère called 
tbe Raccoon Roughs and became far 
mous. 


**Once in camp, we kept thé wires 
hot with telegrams to goveHiors Of 
other states, Ijnploring them to give us 
a chance. Governor Moore of Alabama 
finally responded, graciously consenting 
to incorporate the captàm of tbe Rac> 
cpon Roughs and bis coon chapped ecnp- 
pioîhy Into one of tbe regiments soon t0 
be organized.

i i ^bis accbtint Of the beginning of 
tbe Bull Run engagement General Cîor- 
don says of General Ewell, the Indian 
fighter, who at the last moment went 
over to tbe Confederacy: “He became 
à very pious man in his later years, 
but iat this time he was not' choice in 
his maimer of expressing himself. He 
asked me to take a hasty breakfast 
with him just before he expected the 
order from Beauregard to ford Bull 
Run and rush upon McDowell’s left. 


“His verbal invitation wa^ in these 
words: ‘Come and eat a cracker with 
me. We will breakfast togethier here 
and dine together in hell.’ To a young 
ofSicer like myself, who had never been 
under fire except at long range, on 
scouting excursions or on the skirmish 
line, sucb an invitation w'as not in­ 
spiring or appetizing, but Ewell’s spir­ 
its seemed to be in a fiutter of exulta­ 
tion. 


“An bour later, after I had been re­ 
called from my perilous movement to 
‘feel of tbe enemy,’ I found General 
Ewl^ll, as I have said, almost frenzied 
with anxiety over the nonarrival of tbe 
anticipated order to move to the at­ 
tack. He.directed me to send to him* at 
once a mounted man ‘w^ith sense enough 
to go and find out what was the mat­ 
ter.’ I ordered a member of the gov­ 
ernor’s horse guard to report Immedia­ 
tely to General Ewell. 


“As for myself,” says General Gor­ 
don, “I was never in a battle without 
realizing that every moment might be 
my last, but I never had a presenti­ 
ment of certain death at a given , time 
or in a particular battle. . There did 
come to me on one occasion a feeling 
that was akin to a presentiment. 
It 
was, however, the result of no supposed 
perception o t certain coming fate, but 
an unbidden, unwelcome calculation of 
chances suggested by the peculiar cir­ 
cumstances in which I found myself 
at the time. 


“It was at Winchester, in the valley 
of Virginia. 
My command was lying 
almost in the sliadow of a frowning 
fortress in front, in which General 
Miiroy Of the Union army was strong- 
intrenched with forces which we 
had been fighting during the afternoon. 
In the dim twilight, with the glimmer 
of his bayonets and brass howitzers 
still discernible, I received an order to 
storm the fortress at daylight the next 
morning. 


“l?o say that I w'as astounded at the 
cMer would feebly express the sensa­ 
tion which its reading produced, for on 
either side of the fort was an open 
country, miles in w’idth, through which 
Confederate troops could easily pass 
around and to the rear of the fort, cut- 
tihig off General Miiroy from the base 
of hia supplies and thus forcing him 
td retire and meet us in the open' field. 
There Was nothing for me to do, bow- 
èvef, but to obey the order. 


“As in tbe night I planned the as­ 
sault; and thought of the dreadful 
isianghter that awaUed my men, there 
came to me, as I have stated, à calcula­ 
tion as to chancels which resulted in 
tbe conclusion that I bad not one chance 
ib a thousand to live tbrougb it The 
wëary r hours of the kight bad nearly 
passed, and by the dim light of my 
bivouac fire I wrote with pencil what 
1 supposed was my last letter to Mrs. 
Gordob, who, as usual, was near me. 
I summonéd my quartermaster, whose 
duties did not call him into the fight, 
and gftve him tbe letter, with direc- 
ti^ s to deliver it to Mrs. Gordon ^fter 
i was dead. 


‘.'Mounting my borw, m j men now 
iseady, 1 spoke to them briefly and en- 
courarr^ them to, go with me into thé 
fort. - Before the dawn we were movt 
ii^ and soon ascending the long stope. 
At eveiy moment I expected tbe storm 
of aheU and ball that would end many 
a Ufe, my own among them, but on we 
airà into tbe fort, to find not à 
soldier there! 
It bad been evacuated 
during the n^bt.**

Dear S ir: 


Y'ou are doubtless aware th at ^ 
am a candidate for the Eepublican 
nomination for the office of state 
treasurer, as I am that you are i 
candidate for the nomination for gov 
crnor. 


I t m ust be assumed that we have in 
view not only our own candidacies 
but also the best interests of the Ke 
publican party. 
Nothing causes so 
much bad feeling and contributes so 
much to party defeat as im fair pri 
maries. 
You have recognized this 
fact in your message to the genera 
assembly and in your speech before 
the recent ^%ve feast.”

FIRE ON SQUARE 


Ceiling in Basement of Osborne 
Building Caught Fire From 
Furnace—^Damage Not 
Great. 


Fire was discovered by Policeman 
Wm. Braner in the basement of the 
Osborne building 
occupied by 
the 
Brunswick bowling alley Saturday 
morning at 12:30 o'clock. He sound­ 
ed the police fire alarm of three whis­ 
tles and was answered by Captain 
Kennedy on the north side of the 
square, who ran at once to the city 
hall and turned in the alarm.

I^oliceman 
Braner detected 
the

East State str(?et and as he entered 
the square the smell grew stronger 
and stronger. He turned south and 
when he came to the Osborne build­ 
ing smoke was i.ssuing through the 
basement grating on the north side 
and from the doors and cellarway 
just south on Mauvaisterre street. 


The fire was located in the base­ 
ment and the firemen m ^ e their way 
through the dense smoke which is­ 
sued forth in volumus. as soon as 
the cellar door was opened, as best 
they could. The rafters in the cellar 
wre covered with three-fourth sheet­ 
ing and this was on fire just above 
the furnace- 
The flames were easily 
extingui.shed and no water was turn­ 
ed into the main part of the building. 
An effort was lUade to turn on the 
lights on the first and second stories 
of the building, but after a vain 
.search it was discovered that the 
building was lighted by gasoline. 


Chief LaBoyteaux is satisfied the 
fire must hav^e originated from the 
furnace as the sheeting and two joist 
directly over the furnace were burned 
through eth floor just under 
the 
rai.sed platform of the bowling alley. 


The furnace is located ten feet 
from the w’cst cellarway and sets ten 
inches below the ceiling and the top 
is covered with sand. 
Despite this 
fact the heat seem.s to Imve been .suf­ 
ficient to have caused the fire.

damage to the building will be slight.

In tbe ocean Of poverty and human woe 
bave I descended bere iu tlw* metropo­ 
li« of tbe far east and found tbe 
w'orld’s poorest poor, writes the Tokyo 
correspondent of tbe London Mail in 
Japau. 
Beside these starved subjects 
of thp Son of Heaven, who cower out­ 
side bis palace walls, tbe submerged 
tentb of London are bons vivauts aud 
tlie groveliiiiÿ Husslans of Gorky’s uight 
refuges tbe spoiled children of fortune. 


Wbat 1 have seen I doubt if any oc­ 
cidental ba.s seen before me, for the 
existence of sucb absolute wretched­ 
ness Is not revealed to tbe tourist, and 
tbe ordinary resident suspects it not at 
all. If he has beard some whisper of 
tbe dolorous regions near at band it is 
not regarded as politic to be too in­ 
quiring. 
Not by any possible chance 
will tbe guide or friend conduct tbe 
visitor to tbe quarters w'bere joy is 
life’s unknown quantity. 


Slumming ill Tokyo is for tbe regu­ 
lation traveler tbe same as if in Lon­ 
don be went to Soho witliout exploring 
tbe east. None but regions of compar­ 
ative prosperity are shown, because 
tbe Japanese are proud of their uni­ 
versal reputation for cleanliness, for 
artistic surroundings and for a poverty 
tiiat Is always smiling, well washed 
and safely removed irom actual want. 


Nevertheless, Tokyo and otlier cities 
have their social purgatories, their 
sargasso seas 
of living, breathing 
wreck and drift. In Tokyo not fewer 
than 200,000 people seldom. If ever, 
know of a certainty where the neces­ 
sities of the next day will come from, 
and tbronghout tbe land tbe great ma­ 
jority are too poor to eat rice. Tbe 
high grade rice grown in tbe islands 
Is exported almost to the last sack 
and inferior rice Imported for those 
who can afford it. Rice is not in every 
bowl, as the tourists fondly imagine. 


I have spent days and nigbts in the 
midst of tbis inexpressible residue of 
Japan in company w'itb a brilliant na­ 
tive sociologists who, like scores of bis 
fellow students of men and things, be­ 
lieves that Japan bas left its good 
days of general happiness and general 
éomfort forever behind and is entering 
upon a sordid and merciless age of in­ 
dustrialism, in wbicb its people are not 
fitted by temperament to compete and 
whose proletariat is, moreover, far too 
intelligent and too proud to be ex­ 
ploited by capital. He is crying out a 
w^arning to Japan that her seat at tbe 
council table of the powers is being 
paid for in tbe blood of her citizens, 
not expended as they would pour it 
forth cheerfully in war, but in factory 
and on farm, in shop and iu office. 


“Think for a moment," lie cried re­ 
cently as we looked at a Japanese bat­ 
tleship in tbe offing, *‘wha>t a multi­ 
tude of our tiny rice fields It takes to 
support sucb a monster and then re­ 
member that our people cannot afford 
to eát rice!” - 


But, whether tbe last state of Japan 
be worse i^an her first, let us proceed 
^ ij^^est Toky^o. We will visit tbe 
Shiiaya quarter, tv,Idch is close by the 
beautiful Uyeno pa^rk. 
Tokyo is so 
fast, it is such an immense sea of 
|Bheds, that from tbe highest point on 
tìie clearest day one can see but a frac- 
tíon of its area, but here are fifteen 
districts of mean streets. 
The crazy 
^structures called houses, which are in 
li^lily sheds, are strung along in a sé- 
òÌT dilapidated and filthy compart­ 
ments.' To folk as poor 
‘those who 
live hére, cleanliness, so dèar to, liie 
average Japanese that it Is above god- 
Jiâess, Is^ out of the question. 


ih e walls aré decayed and full of 
cfévices land cracks, the reof leaks, and 
:&ere are moss and broken tiles. The 
s^oji aré full of boles or pat<dbed witíi 
newspapers. The mats are raggëd. difj^ 
fend mbldy.

The most tumbledown of these abodes 
may be re n t^ for from 2Ò to 25 
pence per month, but there are bouses 
so fine that they coist as hii|h as a 
penny or even 3 halfpeiice á day. 
To ,aîÎorâ one' of these expensive resi­ 
dences »évérál families club together, 
not alone for economy, but also for

Then, too, there are 
frayed* silk quilts for bridal couples, 
but these are too costly to be ren t^ 
by many bridegrooms. Kent must be 
paid In advance, and bofore the family 
go to sleep tbe collector comes aud 
gets either the money or tbe quilt. 
With a refiueinent of cruclt> be does 
not appear until tbe lessee has turued 
in and tbe loss of his covering will be 
doiilily felt. 
There are heartrending 
scenes when penniless mothers strive 
to bold tbe quilt to protect their bab(^ 
from tiie chill and damp. 
Like the 
pawnbroker and tbe money lender, tbe 
quilt lender is flinty hearted. 


Few of the inhabitants of Shitaya 
ever get enough money ahead to buy 
bedclotbing, and the ghastly tragedy of 
renting is re enacied again and again 
W'inter after winter. Where there ate 
so many clilldren having but a few 
cotton rags the winter means acute 
misery. 


Nothing that was ever edible can be­ 
come too bad for tbe very poor to use. 
From this and similar quartei*s tbe 
scavengers go forth daily searching for 
food, and they rake the city as with a 
comb. ‘Back they come at night laden 
with bad rice, decayed fish and meat, 
scraps from, slop barrels, broken food 
from restaurants and all manner of 
queer odds and ends. This secondhand 
food business has an extensive lan­ 
guage of its own, with special tei*ms 
for every kind and condition of edible 
junk that is brought to the quarter. 
Tbis jargon is wholly unintelligible to 
tbe uninitiated, and few there are who 
care to learn the lahguage of the freez­ 
ing and starving who rent rags and 
dine on offal.

CHAMBERLAIN AT WORK. 


British Statcftman Is Always Busy 
and Works Far Into the Night. 


Apart from bis occasional attention to 
gardening Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the 
ex-colonial secretary of England, is 
probably as busy when at Highbury as 
during his heaviest official work, says 
F. A. Acland in tbe Booklovers’ Maga­ 
zine. His correspondence aud public 
duties have rather increased than oth­ 
erwise with bis relinquishment of offi­ 
cial life. Two hundred letters on an 
average are received by bim each day. 
All are read and answered personally 
W'itb tbe aid of a private secretary and 
competent shorthand writei-s. This cor­ 
respondence has to be dealt with mo.^t 
carefully, for artful opponents are for­ 
ever laying cunning traps for the Bir­ 
mingham statesman, and too faithful 
friends are but little less troublesome 
with their suggestions and conun- 
di'ums. 


The house is beset with newspaper 
correspondents, with whom Mr. Cham­ 
berlain is always popular. He talks 
freely with them and fully appreciates 
tbe power and influence of the press, 
yet no correspondent has ever extracted 
a secret from bim. He works far into 
the night, parliamentary life having 
accustomed bim to late hours, lliree in 
the morning often finds him still at bis 
desk. His speeches are carefully pre­ 
pared and are privately declaimed to 
his secretary the day before delivery, 
the statesman meanwhile smoldng a 
brier pipe or a fat, black cigar.

Love shackles 
the mind, for when a man is smitten 
with the (^armf of a young lady he 
hail to ¿¿r^^with h«r father in politics 
and her mother in religion. Marriage 
is one of the worst enslavers. 


“The state of jbeing in love is produc­ 
tive of perhaps >nore physical ills than 
aoy other mental condition. The man 
in love sigii^s and blows hot and cold. 
It is very distui^ing to his physical 
being. The maiden blushes. Her pulse 
is fast, tijien slow. There are no pangs 
more bitter than the pangs of disap­ 
pointed love.”

Girl’s Bacape From Iroqaola Tbeatcr 
Disaater In Chlcagro. 


Laverne W. Noyes, a Chicago manu­ 
facturer, wiille recounting recently at 
the Waldorf some of the incidents of 
the Iroquois theater disaster In Chi­ 
cago, said to a reporter of the New 
York Tribune: “One of the most mirac­ 
ulous and notable e'scapes from the aw­ 
ful holocaust was that of a daughter 
of one of my friends.' She is a tall 
and slender girl, wliich may have been 
an advantage when the manner of her 
rescue Is coiai^dered. She was one of 
the panic st^cken throng that was 
rushing for the exits, and when the 
awful crush came she w'as wedged as 
if In the grip of a vise in the mass of 
struggling humanity and could not 
move to help herself. The heat of the 
flames that were behind admonished 
her that the only way of escape 3vas in 
front, and that was already blocked 
by thé bodies of the Üallén. 


“She believed that her last ^conscious 
moment was passing, and with à re.- 
ligtbus impulse she raised her hands 
and clasped them in an attitude of 
supplication, while her lips breatl^d,a 
prayer for help or of self <^mmitmeiil 
to her Maker.' Just at that instant a 
pair of strong arms were thrust over 
the wall^ of dead, and the upraised 
hands were grasped in those of a stur­ 
dy hero, who lifted the fainting girl 
from her grewsome surroundings and 
Buatched her from the veritable Jaws 
of death. She was saved. Hfer prayer 
for succor had been answer^, and in 
the rush and hurry of the work of gen­ 
eral fescue she did not even learn the 
identity of ber savior.**

W. J. Black, generai passenger agent 
of the Atcbjison, Topeka and Sfiulft Fe 
railway, believes the death penalty 
should be ihflicted on a pérsÒn whò 
willfully wrecks a railroad train or is 
in any way an aea>mpllce to the crime, 
says a Topeka (Kan.) dispatch to thfe 
Kansas CItj' Star. 
To make sure of 
the certain punishment of train wreck- 
ers Mr. Black believes congress ought 
to make train wrecking a crime against 
the federal law. He believes the cer­ 
tainty of punishment woiild deter 
many men from committing the crime 
and that certainty lies only in federal 
jurisdiction. 


“Piracy on the high seas,” Mr. Black 
said recently, “has ceased because the 
nations of the earth have declared that 
the fate of a pirate is death. Burning 
merchant ships looted by infamous rob­ 
bers no longer dot the paths of com­ 
merce. 
The passengers and crews of 
merchantmen no longer walk thè 
plank, pushed to deatli by pirat^. 
Ocean travel Is safe except for the ac­ 
cidents no human laws can prevent. 
And yet at one time the pirate was 
more numerous than the train robber 
and train wrecker in this countiT- The 
people of certain barbarous countriek 
whose seas were ti*aversed by the ‘fehips 
of the world regarded piracy as their 
most gallant occupation, and desperate 
men with a grudge against civilization 
waged war on the innocent carriers of 
commerce and the travelers that ven­ 
tured to sail from one port to another. : 


“But finally piracy on the high seas 
became a crime against the civilized 
world. The pirate knows that not only 
the Warships of the country whose ves­ 
sels he robs will pursue íiim, but that 
the navies of the whole world will join 
in the chase. International law means 
everything to the traveler on the deep. 
He is protected not ùloue by the coun­ 
try whose flag the ship flies, but by 
united power of civilization. Not only 
the passengers on the ship, but the ship­ 
pers ot the goods and treasure it car­ 
ries and the owners of the vessel are 
protected from piracy by international 
law. 


“What International law means to 
the ocean commerce of the world fed­ 
eral law means or ought to mean to 
the vast traffic and travel on railways 
in this country. The lives of the mil­ 
lions of passengers ought not to be 
denied any means of protection that 
can be employed. Recentiy dynamiters 
threatened to wreck trains unless thè 
railway companies paid them black­ 
mail. The railway companies, in one 
case at least, kept the threat a secret 
and thousands of passengers rode un­ 
conscious of the terrible danger. A 
number of attempts to wreck trains 
have taken place. 


“The train robber is bad enough, but 
the train wrecker is diabolical. He is 
as near the field incarnate as man can 
get. He deserves no mercy. Death is 
too good for him. The train wrecker 
should be stamped out. It ought to 
be máde as sure death to virreck or rob 
a train as to attack and joot a ship. 
The way to do |t is to make attacks on 
the lives of railwáy passengers an of­ 
fense against the federal laws, with 
pursuit by United States ofilcers and 
the army, if necessary, and with trial 
in á United States court, and with 
death meted out by' the heavy and in­ 
exorable hand of the national power. 


“It is well known that criminals fear 
the federal laws and authority more 
thàri the state 
The element of 


locality does not pxist in the United 
States court 
Morfeo ver, the United 
States officers are loot, hindicapped by 
lack of means. The Ühüed States gov­ 
ernment can pursue ¿n offender to the 
ends of the earth. The United States is 
a power, vasi, jmj^iaííb'nal. inexorable, 
and the crim i^ifliir^ It because he re­ 
spects it Thé tJnited slafes has con­ 
stitutional power over interstate com­ 
merce, and it is exercising that au­ 
thority over thè railway tariffs át ^ is 
time. Surely the lives of passengers 
are as important* as the frofghf rates. 


“Why not place those lives, so far as 
protection from the train^ wrecker and 
train robber Is coneerned, uiider the 
strong hand of the United States?”

A new use "of râdfum, which is salâ 
ip make it of benefit as a cure for ctri- 
cer, consumption and otiier mallgnaut 
diseases, Îs discussed' In a récent issue 
of the New Tork Médical Journal bT 
Dr. Samuel G. Tracy of New York un­ 
der the title, “Radium; Induced Radi- 
odty and Its Therapeutical Possìbili 
ties.”

Professor Pierre Curie found that 
after being near radluin his ciothliig 
would affect delicate instr|iments for 
bours afterward. 
Professor Hammer 
found that bits of a pasteboard box in 
which radium had been kept glowed 
in tlie dark for six days after the ra­ 
dium was removed. 
A little experi­ 
menting brought out the fact that â 
solution of normal salts is one of the 
best mediums for manifesting this 
property, and it is in this form that thè 
author believes the induced radio activ- 
i^ of radium may be made of prac­ 
tical use in treating disease. 


After a tube of radium had stood In 
a salt m>lutlon for twenty-four houin 
the solution produced a decided effect 
on photographic plates for more than 
a week. Its effect on germs was shown 
by placing grape juice In the presencë 
of a tube of this radio, active salt solu­ 
tion. It is said to have been demioii- 
Strated that the grape juice would not 
ferment for a month, even though 
kept in a hot room with the bottte 
uncorked. 
Mold, says Professor Tri- 
cy, can be prevented in the same way.’ 


Some of the diseases which are be!n|; 
at present experimented upon with this 
preparation are superficial cancers, 
lupus, certain other skin diseases, some 
forms of blindness, tuberculosis, diph­ 
theria, typhoid, malaria and scarlet fe­ 
ver. The hope Is expressed that this 
treatment will strike at the roots of 
all these maladies. The solution may 
be applied externally or internally, it 
is asserted. 


It is also suggested as a spray for 
catarrhal affections, for use in surgical 
dressings and as a general antiseptic.

“Udo” Is the name of a Japanese 
plant the departmént of agriculture Is 
trying to introduce Into the United 
States to compete with lettuce as a 
winter salad, says a Washington dis­ 
patch. It has bee^ In cultivation many 
years in Japan and was prot>ably intro­ 
duced there from China. It is served 
in all the tea houses in Japan, its crisp 
blanched stems being served with salt 
or boiled with a soy sauce. 


The slices of the udo plant are much 
more crisp than celery and have none 
of the objectionable stilngy fibers of 
that plant. They have a fresh taste, 
Hke the |iUdrib of a lettuce leaf, with 
a slight but most agreeable suggestion 
of pine flavor. The tenderest shoots 
young celery are not more brittie than 
thè blanched stems of the udo. 


Properly served odo is a mass of 
thick white shavings, two to three 
inches long by a half inch wide, with 
a briUiant silky luster. It should have 
a d ry in g of oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper. 
It is marketable from earl^ 
November until the 1st of May, and 
any one familiar with the forcing of a^ 
paragus can cultivate it

What we Say we dò, we do do 


From what is the name Jopan de­ 
rived ? 


From the Chinese I-ih-pen, mean­ 
ing ‘^sTin source,” which was given 
to the country because it lay toward 
the sun from China. Japan is- often 
called the “Sunrise Kingdom.” Its 
native name is Nihon, a corruption 
of the Chinese word. 


What is Japan and where is it? 
Japan proper consists of four large 
islands, three of them lying end to 
end^ off the coast of Corea and Si­ 
beria, north of China. 
Because of 
its relation to Asia it ha.9 been called 
the England of the Orient. 


How large is the Japanese em­ 
pire? 


It comprises 
altogether 
161,000 
square miles and is a little larger 
than California, although its popu­ 
lation is almost half as large as the 
L^nited States. 


How far is Japan from America? 
Between 4,000 and 5,000 
miles; 
about fourteen days by steamer. 


How far north doe.s it lie as com­ 
pared with the United States? 


It lies between the same parallells 
of lattitude as the Mississippi val­ 
ley states and its climate varies from 
that of Minnesota to that of T^ous- 
iana, although the extremes of heat 
and cold are not so great. The south 
ernmost 
Japanese jwssessions are 
tropical, while the main island shows 
the common aspects of temperate 
zone. 


Is the country mountainous or 
level ? 


Mountainous. The level ground is 
only about 12 per cent of the area, 
range of high mountains runs through 
the main island. 


Who are the Japanese? 
They are a mixed race of Mongol­ 
oid type, closely related 1o the Cor- 
eans and Chinese. 


What are their physical charac­ 
teristics? 


They are of short statut<>. the men 
averaging about five feet in height. 
The average weightof ti large numlier 
of Young men of Tokio was found 
to be only 1 21pounds. 


Whirl are the Japanese traits? 
The i>eople are ilitelligent and quick 
to learn. They arc exceedingly cour­ 
teous and are great lovers of nature. 
They combine .so<;ial qualities with 
keen ability to enjoy life. Their ser­ 
enity, generosity and imselfishness 
are strongly marked. 
Money seek­ 
ing is not a characteristic. 


Are the Japanese justly regarded 
as an artistic people?. 


Yes. 
Aesthetic ideas are widely 
diffused. The Japanese mechanic is 
an artisian. Painting has been high­ 
ly developed. It is more convention 
al than western art, but has many 
admirable features, even from the 
western point of view. 
Sculpture 
and carving have been carried on to 
a high pitch of 
excellence. 
The 
Japanese have made an especial study 
too, of landscap gardening and the 
arrangement of flowers. 


Arc the Japanese fond of flowers 
There are many floral festivities 
in the year. Oct. 0, for instance is 
chrysianthemum day. Other holidays 
are devoted to cherry and plum Wos 
some, to tlie wistaria, the lotus aw 
the morning glory. 
On these days 
the country is a vast flower garden. 


What is the government ? 
A constitutional monarchy. 
Up 
to 18.99 it was an autocracy. In that 
year a constitution was promulgated 
The mikado can declare war, make 
peace and negotiate treaties. 
He 
makes laws with the consent of the 
diet, consisting of a hou.se of peers 
and a house of representatives. The 
sufferage is limited 
to 
taxpeyers 
There is a complete system of loci 
self government. ' 


What is the national religion ? 
There is no state religion but mos 
of the peopleore Buddists or follow­ 
ers of Shinto. This last is rather a 
sy.stcm of life than religion. 
Its 
chief instructions are, “Follow your 
natural impulses and obey the laws.” 
It teaches prayers to deified ances­ 
tors and to personified powers of 
nature. 
There 
are 
about 150,000 
nominal Christians in the empire. 


What is the condition of educa­ 
tion? 


It is compulsory .About four anc 
one-half million pupils are in the 
common schools, 44,000 in technical 
schools and 3,300 in the universities. 
What is Japan’s* diîef industry ? 
Farming is done on a small scale. 
A small farm of twelve acres is con^ 
sidered large. 
The average size is 
two acres. ’ 


^^at are the chief products? 
Rice, barb, wheat, maze, béans^ 
potatoes and onions. 
Plum trees 
peach trees and cherry trees are euK 
tivated, hut for their flowers rather 
than their fruit. Tea, tobacco and 
silk worm.9 are important products. 
Is the country wealthy? 
No. It is very ]XK)r. 
Wages av 
erago from sixteen cents a day for 
coolies and weavers, to thirty-six 
every thousand in|iabivxhgkqjzfiflff% 
cents a d«y for stbno masons. Oiit 
of everyIthousand inhabitants it is 
estimated that only 
seven 
make 
$1,400 a year. 
G|niy thirteen men 
in the cwntry are supposed to h^^ve 
an annuarihcomc of over $3,000.
